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HE Commiſſion of the Generall Aſſembly conſidering that there may be jult 
oround of ſtumbling from the Kings Majeſtics refuſing to ſubſctibe and emit 
the Declaration offered unto him by the Committee of Eſtates, and Com- 
miſsioners of the Generall Aflembly concerning his former carriage and reolu- 
tions for the future, in referrence to the Cauſe of God and the enemics and 
triends theredf , Doth therefore declare that this Kirk and Kingdom doe not own 
nor elpoule anyMatienant party or quarrel orintereſt, But thatthey fight meeriy upon 
their former grounds and principles, and in defence of the Cauſe of God and of the 
Kingdom, as they have done thele twelve years palt: And therefore as c|hicy doe 
dilclaim all the finne and guilt of che King and of his houſe, So they will not own 
him , nor his intereſt, otherwiſe then with a ſubordination ti» God, and { farre 
as he ownes and proſecutes the Cautc of God,: and dilclaimes his and his Fathers 
oppoſition to the Woik of God and to the Covenant, and hikewile all the ene- 
mies thereof, And that they will with convenicnt ſpeed take in conlide- 
ration the papers farcly ſent untothem from OLIVER CROMWEL ,aad vindi- 
cate theraſelves from all the falſehoods contained thercin, elpecially in thoſz things, 
wherein the quarrel] berwixt us and that partie is mil- ſtared , as it we owned the late 
Kings proceedings, and were relol ved to profecute and maintain his preſent Majcſties 
intereſt, before and without acknowledgement of the Gnnes of his houſe and former 

wayes, and (atiſiaction to Gods people in i both Kingdomes,
